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Since  its  founding  in  1937  at  Tennessee  A  &  I 
State  University  by  Dr.  G.  W.  Gore,  Alpha  Kappa 
AAu  has  become  the  largest  and  best  recognized 
of  the  national  honor  societies  for  the  Negro,  al- 
though today  it  is  interracial. 

Alpha  Phi  Chapter  was  founded  May  18,  1954 
by  Dr.  B.  H.  Puryear.  The  chapter  has  helped  foster 
the  concepts  of  the  society  through  its  Tutorial 
Program  and  Honors  Day  Program.  It  is  proud  of 
its  achievements  on  the  national  level— Dr.  B.  H. 
Puryear  has  served  as  Secretary  to  the  Advisor's 
Council  and  is  currently  its  Chairman;  last  year 
James  W.  Hale  of  Alpha  Phi  Chapter  was  the 
National  Vice  President.

The  insignia  consists 
of  two  crossed  quills  over  a  shield,  on  which  is  a  gold  bend  sinister 
with  the  Greek  letters  L.  I.  T.;  in  the  upper  portion  of  the  shield  is  a 
gold  torch  of  learning;  in  the  lower  portion  a  gold  chain  of  fraternal 
unity;  under  the  shield  is  the  motto.  The  official  colors  are  purple  and 
gold,  for  the  magnificence  of  liferature  and  Keats'  "realms  of  gold" 
into  which  it  takes  us.

Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity  paved  the  way  for  Negro  fraternities.  The 
first  of  its  nature,  the  fraternity  was  founded  on  December  4,  1906,  at 
Cornell  University.
